Legislation freezing indefinitely the 
high wartime ex cises 
on , liquor, 
furs, jewelry, theater^, transporta­ 
tion and many other goods and ser­ 
vices was approved unanimously to­ 
day b y the House Wgys and Means 
Committee. 
Simultaneously, Chairman K nut­ 
son (R-Minn) announced a b ill will 
b e introduced to make permanent 
the war increases In postal rates. 
This would hold the local mailing 
cost at three cents, instead of let­ 
ting it drop b ack to two cents. 
The ex cise b ill was hurried to the 
House floor, where quick action is 
ex pected nex t week. 
Knutson pre­ 
dicted it would pass unanimously. 
The Senate i.hen must act. 
The committee took no vote on 
Knutson’s 
b ill for a 20 per cent 
slash in individual income tax es. He 
ex plained this measure, House Bill 
No. 1, would not b e called up until 
the Senate-House b udget commit­ 
tee has 
put a ceiling on federal 
spending. 
Prev ent Lo ss To Trea sury 
Continuation of the wartime ex ­ 
cise and postal rates would prevent 
an annual lass to the Treasury of 
ab out $1,200,000,000. The 1943 reve­ 
nue act stipulates that b oth shall 
b e rolled b ack on 
July 
1, unless 
Congress decides otherwise. 
The tax -writing Ways and Means 
group, under Repub lican domina­ 
tion for the first time in 16 years, 
followed President Trum an’s recom­ 
mendation on freezing the high ex ­ 
cises. 
Rep. G rant (R-Ind), author of the 
b ill nailing the levies where they 
are, told reporters “there seems no 
alternative ex cept to continue these 
present ex cise tax es on 
so-called 
lux uries if individual income tax es 
are to b e eased, as promised b y Re­ 
pub licans. 
The G rant b ill would have this 
effect: 
Liquor—The levy would remain at 
$9 a proof gallon instead of drop­ 
ping to $ 6. A reduction in the liq­ 
uor rate alone would mean an $800,- 
000,000 annual loss of^ revenue. 
Furs, Jewelry, luggage, cosmetics 
and theater tickets The rate would 
remain at 20 per cent, instead of 
falling to 10. 
Nig ht Clubs. Pho ne« Affected 
Night club s—20 per cent, instead 
of five. 
Telephones—Long distance calls, 
25 per cent of b ill, instead of 20; lo­ 
cal service, 15 instead of 10. 
Transportation of persons—15 per 
cent on tickets instead of 10. 
Wines—Present high rates, instead 
of lower figures, varying according 
to quality. 
Beer—$8 a b arrel instead of $7. 
Dues or memb ership fees—20 per 
cent instead of 11.

Billiard and pool tab les and b owl­ 
ing alleys —$20 a year per tab le or 
alley, instead of $ 10.

Bill Calls For Treasury 


To Take All Money Won 
In Portal Suits As Taxes 


Employers Would Be Allowed To Charge 
. 
Off Any Payments On Their Income Tax 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 17 (/P)—Sen. 
O’Daniel (D-Tex ) today introduced 
legislation to recover for the Treas­ 
ury all money workers may receive 
from portal-to-portal pay suits. 
The Tex as lawmaker’s b ill would 
allow employers to charge off on 
their income tax the full amount 
©f any portal claims they are re 
quired to pay 
by court order under 
the Fair Lab or Standards Act. 
O’Daniel took this action after the 
American Federation of Lab or and 
a CIO union Joined in apposing 
anti-portal-pay legislation previous­ 
ly Introduced. The AFL said it 
would deprive "millions of workers” 
of their rights. 
The suits were mostly filed b y 
CIO unions. The AFL leadership 
frowns on such court actions b ut 
takes the position that the legisla 
tion is not the answer to them. 
O’Da niel Issues Sta tement 
O’Daniel said in a statement: 
“I hope to prevent the CIO rack­ 
eteering lab or b osses from reducing 
prosperous 
American 
industrial 
communities to the status of ghost 
villages.” 
O’Daniel’s proposed legislation is 
in the form of an amendment to 
the internal revenue code. 
He said it would change the code 
"so that all the money received in 
portal-to-portal pay suits would b e 
tax ed 100 per cent b y the govern­ 
ment.” 
He added that “100 per cent of 
amounts paid on account of such 
suits would b e deductib le b y em­ 
ployers from the amount due on 
their income tax for 1947 or future 
years.” 
The amendment is titled one to 
provide a tax on “unjust enrich­ 
ment.” 
It applies to the “windfall” in­ 
come received b y any person “under 
the order of a court of competent 
Jurisdiction in accordance with pro­ 
visions of the Fair Lab or Stand­ 
ards Act." 
Suits Fa v o red And Oppo sed 
Earlier, the AFL and the CIO 
Amalgamated Clothing Workers of 
America laid b efore a Senate Judi­ 
ciary Sub committee the first argu­ 
ments it had heard against legisla­ 
tion previously introduced to wipe 
out or curb portal suits. 
On the other side, Thomas W 
Howard, 
of 
the 
United 
States 
Chamb er of Commerce, agreed with 
other industry representatives that 
portal-pay claims should b e out- 


lawed. He said pending suits threat- 
en “complication" of many b usi­ 
nesses. 
Walter J. Mason, the AFL’s na­ 
tional 
legislative 
representative, 
said enactment of the legislation 
would set “American workers b ack 
several 
generations 
to the 
time 
when they were paid b y the day 
regardless of the numb er of hours 
worked.” 
The 
b ack 
pay 
claims, 
which 
prompted b ills b y Sen. Capehart 
(R-Ind) and Wiley (R-Wis), stem­ 
med from a Supreme Court decis­ 
ion that workers are entitled to pay 
for time they are required to spend 
on an employers premises, not just 
the time they work.

Den y Accu sation s 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 17 ( ^ —Un­ 
dersecretaries of State Dean Ache­ 
son and William L. Clayton denied 
in statements today charges b y Ren 
Shafer (R-Mich.) that they had 
made b ig profits in private b usiness 
as a result of their pub lic offices. 
Acheson said he had resigned his 
private law practice Feb ruary 1, 
1941, and had had no financial in­ 
terest since then in his former 
firm. 
Clayton, in a more detailed re­ 
ply, said that “whatever his inten­ 
tion, 
Mr. 
Shafer’s 
statem ent 
is 
clearly wrong on its facts.” 
Shafer told the House yesterday 
there were reports that Acheson’s 
former law firm stands to get a b ig 
fee if a loan to Poland goes through. 
The Michigan Representative said 
that Clayton and memb ers of his 
family received more than $5,500,- 
000 from the cotton b rokerage firm 
of Anderson, Clayton and Com­ 
pany in the year in which Great 
Britain 
ob tained 
a 
$3,750,000.000 
loan. 
Clayton commented that the loan 
was approved last July 13 whereas 
the fiscal year of the b rokerage firm 
ended the following July 31, “so tha* 
ob viously the loan could not affect 
the profits to which Mr. Shafer 
refers.”

71 Hurt As Train 


Plows Info Ditch 


Broken Rail Causes 
Wreck In California 


BAKERSFIELD. Calif., Jan. 17 
(/P)—A b roken rail sent five cars of 
the 
Southern 
Pacific 
Owl, 
San 
Francisco-Los 
Angeles 
passenger 
train, careening into a ditch 12 
miles northwest of here early to­ 
day, killing seven persons and in­ 
juring scores. 
Coroner Norman Houze said it is 
unlikely there are any more b odies 
in the wreckage. The railroad placed 
the numb er of injured at 71 and 
said only a few of those were ser­ 
iously hurt. 
Four Of Dea d Identified 
Three o f the dead were not iden­ 
tified. The known fatalities: 
James Leroy Hall, Kansas City, 
Mo.; Bessie Diles, Richmond, Calif.; 
Pvt. Joseph Bemavich, 18, Rich­ 
mond, Calif., and Mrs. Erma Duvall, 
Beaumont, Tex . 
Highway Patrolman Jack Bordeau 
credited 
two 
soldiers — Marvin 
Stansb erry, Moulton, Iowa, and Or- 
vis Humphrey, Kidder, Mo., with 
heroism 
in 
rescuing 
passengers. 
Bordeau said the two men, them ­ 
selves hurt, smashed in windows 
and b roke down doors of the over­ 
turned cars and dragged many pas­ 
sengers to 
safety. 
Bordeau 
said 
their prompt action prob ab ly saved 
the lives of some of the more ser­ 
iously injured. 
Dr. Rob ert J. Dowds, Southern 
Pacific 
district 
surgeon, 
arrived 
shortly after the tragedy and per­ 
sonally 
helped remove ab out 
15 
from the wreckage, treating them as 
b est he could on the spot. 
Dr. 
Dowds said he saw one m an’s leg 
crushed from his b ody b y an over­ 
turned car and another small b oy 
with his arm torn off. 
71 Perso ns Injured 
J. M. Corb ett, Southern Pacific 
general manager, said the injured 
totaled 71. 
Four coaches and a tourist sleep­ 
er were overturned, landing far off 
the tracks. The other seven cars left 
the rails b ut remained upright. The 
locomotive stayed on the tracks, and 
its crew was uninjured. 
lis te r 
Ford, San Francisco, a 
porter, said he was dozing at the 
rear of the car. 
"A grinding roar woke me up,” 
he declared. “I felt the engineer hit 
the air 
(apply the b rakes) 
and 
then I knew we were in for it. I 
was thrown to the floor and the 
shock dazed me. Nex t thing I re­ 
memb er 
was 
hearing 
a 
woman 
screaming.” 


16 Die When Truck 
Loaded With German 
Shells Blows Up 


MUIDEN, Holland, Jan. 17. 
(/P)—A truck loaded with 150- 
pound German shells ex plod­ 
ed here this afternoon, killing 
14 Dutch soldiers and two 
civilians. The b last was so 
terrific it drove the b odies 
of some victims deep into the 
ground and shattered windows 
in every home in this town of 
3.000 just eight miles south­ 
east of Amsterdam. 
Many 
residents were in­ 
jured, b ut none seriously, b y 
the shattered glass and a rain 
of roofing tiles. The b last 
caused a crater 150 feet in 
diameter. 


Arnall Sels Up 


Capitol Of His 


Own In Atlanta 


Talmadge Aide Grabs 
Sfatehouse Office 


ATLANTA, Jan. 17 (/P) — Ellis 
Arnall lost his temporary offices in 
the Statehouse rotunda today as his 
rival governor claimant, Herman 
Talmadge, took charge and Arnall 
promptly set up a capitol of his 
own in a downtown office b uilding. 
Arnall was b arred from his ro­ 
tunda office, estab lished yesterday 
after Talmadge seized control of 
the ex ecutive offices which Arnall 
had occupied for the past four years, 
b y a Talmadge lieutenant when he 
showed up for work this morning. 
Reiterating his claims that he is 
the "legal governor” and that he 
was ousted from the Statehouse b y 
a “military coup d’etat,” the 
39- 
year-old Arnall said he w*ould func­ 
tion from the b usiness section office 
b uilding “until the courts remove 
the pretender who b y force and 
storm troopers” denied him a desk 
at the Capitol. 
Talmadge made no comment on 
Amall’s charges at a news confer­ 
ence b ut asserted "everything is 
quiet.” He said earlier that four 
state 
troopers were 
assigned 
to 
Arnall on his Capitol visit todav 
b ecause “the temper of the people 
‘s such anything might happen.” 
Arna ll Goes On Air 
After 
b eing frozen 
out 
there. 
Arnall in a radio address urged the 
people of Georgia to discuss the 
gub ernatorial issue with legislators 
who elected Herman early Wednes­ 
day, declaring thai, they had “b een 
rob b ed of their rights.” 
“FYee elections b y the people will 
b e done away with unless you fight 
for your rights,” he said. 
Rep. Jimmy Dykes, a Talmadge 
aide, b locked Arnall from the ro 
tunda desk set up yesterday when 
Arnall was denied entry into his 
former offices. 
“Jimmy, I ’m governor,” Arnall 
said as he asked for the desk. 
“You remind me of a hog.” Dykes 
retorted. “You got your head in 'the 
trough and you just can’t stop.” 
Hisses ahd cheers echoed through 
the corridors when Arnall, speaking 
to the crowd that surrounded him, 
declared he was moving downtown 
“to function as chief ex ecutive” in 
order “not to discredit the people 
of Georgia and to create a dis­ 
turb ance.” 
“I’m sure the courts will uphold 
me as legal governor and not the 
forces b ent or. violence,” he said 
Talmadge Reiterates Views 
Amall’s reference was to the suit 
he instituted in his contention that 
(Co ntinued o n Page 5, Co l.

Business J ustifiably fears that prices which now 
have to be charged place many articles bey ond the 
rea^h of mass markets, according to Murray Shields, 
in a peech to the marketing conference of the Amer­ 
ican Management Association In New York City . This 
condition prev ails primarily , he said, because labor 
efficiency ranges between 7 0 and 8 0 percent of the 
prewar period. 
“ Our chief hope that instead of pricing ourselv es 
out of the markets, we can price many more com­ 
modities into the mass market is found |n technology ,** 
he said, “ for it is through technological improv ement 
» .one tha t real costs are reduced * 
The nation is in the midst of a great technological 
rev olution, Mr. Shields Is conv inced, which giv es 
promise that new inv estment in productiv e enterprise 
will again be a dy namic force for economic ex pansion. 
Adv ances in technology , he said, offer escape from 
major economic dilemmas which hav e confronted the 
country, and 
foreshadow new high peaks in the 
s’andard of living. 
There may , he added, be some 
painful adjustments In the period immediately ahead, 
b at no depression is likely unless “ chaotic” labor 
policies are continued. 
It Is Mr. Shields’ v iew that many of the barriers 
to business ex pansion which kept American industry 
In * he doldrums for more than a decade hav e now 
bef n removed 
He added: 
“Expenditures by industry to take care of the 
new technological 
dev elopments, plus ex penditures to 
offset deferred obsolescence and maintenance, when 
added to plant ex penditures by municipalities and by 
individual housing 
facilities, are capable of raising 
total investment ex penditures to an av erage lev el of 
from four to five times what they were in the de­ 
pressed 3 930s and perhaps ev en as high as twice what 
they were in ’he 
prosperous 19 20s. 
Thus, if business 
Initiative is free to make full use of the opportunities 
for ex panding markets and lowering costs which 
technology now offers, 
it seems likely tha t we will no 
longer have reason to 
fear tha t under-inv estment 
end over-savings will act as a powerful deflationary 
force in our economy.” 
Mr Shield.'' ha. some adv ice to offer for the period 
of readjustment, which 
he predicts will be followed 
bv a long period of high 
lev el production, intense 
competition, a high 
degree of instability , a higher 
level of prices and a rising trend of interest rates.

advice was that production should be geared to 
thorough analysis of 
the market, and tha t cautious

COMFORT FOR THE 
W HOOPING COUGH VICTIM 


W 


^HOOPING cough 
is seen 
most commonly during the 
iirst six years altho it is 
encountered 
occasionally 
even in the elderly. It is extremely 
dangerous to young infants. In 1944 
the disease caused the death of 
more children under two than m eas­ 
les, diptheria, 
poliomyelitis, 
and 
scarlet fever combined. 
The causative organism is the 
Bordet-Gengou bacillus (hemophil­ 
us pertussis). The germ gains en­ 
trance to the body by inhaling air 
previously contam inated by a vic­ 
tim. Tlus can happen readily} for 
whooping cough is most contagious 
during the early stage tha t is so 
difficult to recognize. If the malady 
is suspected, however, diagnosis can 
be confirmed by several laboratory 
testa including the 
cough 
plate, 
throat smears, and blood tests. 
In a non-im m une youngster the 
disorder is lik ely to start from 3 to 
14 days after contact. The usual 
m anitestations resemble a cold, in­ 
cluding nasal discharge, sneezing, 
a tick ling sensation in the throat, 
slight fever, listlessness, and irrita­ 
bility. Shortly thereafter, “hack ing’* 
appears which, as the days pass, be» 
comes more mark ed and trouble­ 
some especially a t night. 
Coughing comes in paroxysms, as 
if the child were trying to bring up 
something. The effort entailed may 
be so violent that the face becomes 
blue, the eyes bulge, and the veins 
in the forehead are distended. O n 
attem pting to tak e a deep breath, 
in order to get more air into the 
lungs, whooping ensues. At the end 
of the episode a small am ount of 
thick mucus is generally expecto- 
lated and vomiting is not unusual. 
In inlants, this is particularly serious 
as nutrition is disturbed. The d u ra­ 
tion oi an average case is from 
two- to 
three m onths. 
Whooping 
subsides gradually altho it may re­ 
cur should a cold intervene. 
For a susceptible child who has 
been exposed, active im m unity can 
be 
produced. T he preparation is 
made from hum an serum and the 
best results are obtained when it is 
given early. Obviously, the m aterial 
Is must valuable to tots under two 
years of age, and those who are 
weak or sick ly. 
W hen the victim Is over three, 
not much medical care is required. 
I lie youngster should be isolated 
and k ept in bed for at least five 
week s. In this way. m any secondary 
infections are avoided. Bark ing and 
vomiting are more prone to come 
on when the sufferer breathes cold 
air, becomes chilled, inhales smok e 
or 
dust, 
or 
overexerts 
himself. 
Bronchopneumonia is one of the 
m ost 
feared 
complications 
and, 
should it develop, sulfadiazine, peni­ 
cillin. or hum an serum are often 
helpful. 
Since it is well to expel the secre­ 
tions, too much cough medicine is 
not advised unless sleep is inter- 
ierred with or throwing up presents 
a feeding problem. Fresh air and 
sunshine are desirable later, w eather 
perm itting. 
Easily 
digested 
foods 
aie needed and if vomiting persists, 
sm aller but more frequent portions 
may 
be 
served. Streptom ycin 
is 
k nown to k ill the organisms but it 
has not been used in sufficient 
patients to judge the outcome. This 
drug may change our concepts as 
time goes by. 
Through immunization the dis­ 
ease can often be avoided. The best 
time is shortly after the sixth m onth 
of life. A booster dose m ay be es­ 
sential should exposure tak e place 
or before starting to school.

In its new position, it be­ 
haves lik e a sliver and becomes fes­ 
tered. This is more lik ely to occur 
in those who have soft sk in with 
a heavy, black beard.

Mr. Henry Ford’s reduction of 
car prices has m any beneficeftces. 
The most potent is tha t it calls 
the public's attention to the coun­ 
try's economic situation—a t a mom­ 
ent when tha t situation is a t once 
dram atic and easy for the people 
to understand. It consists in the 
m ain of two pictures, two con­ 
trary forces or trends. % 
Prices of goods, cost of living, are 
going down. Milk has p o p p e d m a­ 
terially and 
is 
certain 
to drop 
fu rther during February. Poultry, 
varying in different parts of the 
country, is down alm ost to half the 
price a year ago. B utter had a se­ 
vere drop during the past ten days, 
following another about C hristm as­ 
time. In addition to the drops ac­ 
tually accomplished, it is the com­ 
mon judgm ent of producers, dealers 
and rxperts that the prices of sub­ 
stantially all foods are headed down­ 
ward. In fields other than food, the 
same tendency is under way, as il­ 
lustrated by the reduction in prices 
of. Ford cars. 
An essential part of this* picture 
is tha t the drops in prices are 
willingly 
accepted 
by 
producers. 
Some are made voluntarily. T hat 
is the case of Mr. Ford. He could 
readily have m aintained the prices 
of his cars. He cuts them in the 
public interest, including his own 
business interest. He reduces prices 
“to halt the insane spiral of costs 
and rising prices.” An A dm inistra­ 
tion official, Mr. John Steelm an, 
congratulating Mr. Ford says the 
Ford “price reduction is good for 
the country.” 


Farmers Ex pect Lev elling Gff 
In the sam e spirit the spok esman 
for an association of poultry pro- 
rucers says their course will be “in 
the direction of stim ulating buying 
by providing the housewife a better 
product at a lower price; we believe 
firm ly in the law of supply and 
dem and functioning in a free econ­ 
omy.” This is the sentim ent and 
attitude of farm ers generally. They 
have considered 
prices of 
their 
crops to be abnorm ally high, have 
expected a levelling off and are 
willing to accept it. 
Willing to accept it, tha t is, pro­ 
vided the reduction is general, ap­ 
plying to all k inds of goods. Only 
if the reduction is general can it 
tak e place at all. If farm ers m ust 
pay more for w hat they buy, they 
cannot accept less for w hat they 
sell 
T hat 
applies to 
the 
whole 
world of industry and business 
Tins brings us to the other pic­ 
ture. The principal factor in it is 
a policy of c i o and step* tak en 
b> it. CIO unions and leaders have 
dem anded wage raises in several 
industries, conspicuously steel. Ne­ 
gotiations 
between 
steel industry 
heads and CIO head Philip M urray 
are to begin next week . W hether 
a wage raise would need to be fol­ 
lowed by a price increase will be 
hotly argued. A year ago the steel­ 
work ers’ union got a wage raise 
of 184 cents per hour, and im ­ 
mediately afterw ard the price of 
steel w’as increased $ 5 a ton. 


Obligation On Steel Industry 
Upon the heads of the steel in­ 
dustry is an obligation of economic 
statesm anship. The price of steel 
is 
perhaps the 
m ost 
im portant 
price in all industry, because of its 
effect on other prices. An increase 
in the price of steel at this time 
would reverse the whole trend to­ 
ward lower prices. 
If the ateel industry is able to 
raise wages, it would be able, with 
the same money, to reduce the price 
of steel. Reduction of prices is in 
itself the equivalent of an increase 
in 
wages. An increase in wages 
benefits directly only those who re­ 
ceive it. A reduction of prices dir­ 
ectly benefits everybody. Mr. FYird's 
reduction in the price of h is ca rs is 
to that extent the equivalent of an 
increase in income for all who buy 
Ford 
cars, including 
Mr. 
F ord s 
work ers. 
Mr. Ford utters a, guarded w arn­ 
ing: “We hope as we move for- 
ward we will be able to reduce 
prices further, and that we will not

FDR J r. Blasts Housing 


The office of new housing expe­ 
diter Frank Creedon is still reverber­ 
ating from a tongue-lashing adm in­ 
istered by Frank lin D. Roosevelt, Jr., 
over veterans housing. 
F.D.R., Jr.. won out. but not be­ 
fore some un-parlorlik e language 
singed the long-distance wires be­ 
tween W ashington and New York . 
The son of the late President had 
learned of an order on veterans’ 
irnt al housing, sent confident tally 
to 
regional 
housing officials, 
by 
which the American Legion w'ould 
have dom inated nationwide m eet­ 
ings on veterans’ rental problems. 
The order instructed field officials 
to contact Legion and Cham ber of 
Commerce representatives to assist 
in sponsoring the meetings. 


It so happens that both the 
Legion and 
the Chamber of 
Commerce 
v igorously 
opposed 
the Wy att housing program, y et 
no 
other 
organizations 
were 
mentioned by name in the offi­ 
cial order. 


W hen F.D.R. Jr., national housing 
chairm an of the American V eterans 
Committee, was sho^n a copy of the 
confidential 
order, he grabbed 
a 
telephone and put in a call to new 
housing expediter Creedon. Cree­ 
don had left for the day. 
so the call 
was tak en by a special assistant, 
William E. O ’Brien. 
“I ’m new on the job here,” O’Brien 
pleaded when young Roosevelt be­ 
gan to protest about the order. “Ill 


be forced to raise them again to 
com pensate 
for cost increases.” 
Mr. Ford mak es no direct allus­ 
ion to wage raises. But it is an 
economic fact that raises in wages 
are increases in costs. W age raises 
now, if general or tak ing place in 
basic 
industries 
would 
not 
wily 
frustrate Mr. Ford's action, but re­ 
verse the wholr present trend to* 
' ward lower prices.

Roosev elt Opposes Legion 


O ’Brien called back next day to 
explain that the order had been 
issued by Federal Housing Adm in­ 
istrator Raymond Foley. Creedon 
had nothing to do with it, O ’Brien 
sa id.

Roosevelt. “All five of the m ajor 
veterans groups should be ask ed to 
participate in the rent meetings. 
Furtherm ore, labor, consumer and 
civic groups should be represented 
in addition to business leaders.”

O Brien. 
“I w'ont be satisfied with anything 
less than a complete change of the 
order,’ said Roosevelt. “Otherwise, 
T intend to blast this thing wide 
open in the newspapers.” 
A short tim e later, Roosevelt’s 
Newr York telephone began buzzing 
again. 
This 
tim e 
Sam 
Riddick , 
Creedon’s expert on veterans’ af­ 
fairs. was on the line. 
“W hats the trouble, F rank ?” he 
inquired. "You’ve tossed a bomb­ 
shell into the agency down here.” 


“ I ® going to begin tossing 
some 
real 
bombshells 
unless 
tha t order is withdrawn and 
amended,” 
replied 
Roosev elt. 
“ What are y ou try ing to do— 
turn the housing program ov er 
to the Chamber of Commerce 
and Paul Griffith of the Amer­ 
ican Legion? ” 


Riddick assured Roosevelt that the 
A V.C. and all other vet groups 
would be equally represented at*the 
rental meetings. He also promised 
to see tha t local housing expediters 
set up advisory committees of the 
five veterans’ groups to meet with 
business, labor and ch^c leaders in 
different communities. 
“Veterans who have the consumer, 
not the producer, viewpoint should 
be named to the committees.” said 
Roosevelt. "I mean war veterans 
who have had housing problems of 
their” own. 


Church and Labor 


It hasn’t been announced offici­ 
ally. but prom inent church leaders 
are beginning an im portant behind- 
the-scenes study In connection with 
the Governm ent's efforts to m ain­ 
tain industrial peace. There have 
been several private meetings re­ 
cently at which both Protestant and 
Catholic clergymen sat down and 
traded ideas with industrial and 
labor spok esmen on the question of 
labor relations. 
Already one im portant m eeting 
has been held at the McCormick 
Spice Company plant in Baltimore, 
one of the pioneers in profit-sharing 
and enlightened labor relations. 
The study will reach full-dress 
proportions a t a meeting in P itts­ 
burgh, February 18 to 20, to be 
sponsored by the Federal Council 
of the Churches of Christ. C hurch­ 
men and lay leaders, representing 
Industry and labor, will be brought 
together to d raft a "code of moral 
ethics” for m anagem ent-labor deal­ 
ings. 
Officials of the National Catholic 
W elfare conference, 
who 
took 
a 
leading part in the Baltim ore m eet­ 
ing, also will be invited to the 
Pittsburgh P rotestant conference. 
W hile the churchm en deny tha t 
they are endeavoring to » mak e re­ 
ligion a “bargaining factor” in the 
settlem ent of labor disputes, they 
feel that the church should play a 
definite part in improving work and 
pay standards. 
They also believe 
it is the duty of the church to Inject 
a “greater sense of m oral responsi­ 
bility and understanding” in bar­ 
gaining between employers and em ­ 
ployees.

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Opposition To Making Any Change 


In Labor Laws Is Now Developing

WASHINGTON, Jan. 17.-A lready 
pressure is being exerted on the 
Republican m ajority in Congress to 
soften, if not forget altogether the 
demand for revision of the labor 
laws. 
The pressure tak es on different 
forms but the 'pattern is all too 
familiar. 
The first approach is to argue 
that “laws will never cure labor 
troubles.” This sounds plausible, but 
the m oment anyone suggests tha t 
the repeal of the W agner Labor 
Relations Law thereby becomes logi­ 
cal, there is vehement protest. W hat 
is not realized, of course, by the 
“left wingers” who are responsible 
for the propaganda is that it is 
the W agner Labor law that 
has 
done so much to promote hostility 
between employers and employees 
and bring to a climax the class w ar­ 
fare and ideological conflict which 
is basically at the heart of the 
Communist 
m aneuver 
to 
divide 
America. 
By 
curtailing free speech 
and 
limiting the opportunities of the 
employer to discuss problems of 
m utual concern with his own em ­ 
ployees. the interpretations of tLie 
W agner law, handed down bv the 
National Labor Relations Board have 
produced an atm osphere in which 
collective bargaining cannot be car­ 
ried out effectively. 


Opposition From Democrats 


The second line of attack against 
those who would revise the W agner 
law is to bring in statistics showing 
that strik es on the right to organize 
have been reduced to the m ini­ 
mum. But nothing is said about the 
strik es tha t have resulted as a con­ 
sequence of fraud and m isrepresen­ 
tation by unions in getting their 
m ajority. Nothing is said about the 
bad feeling existent in so many 
cases between employees as a re­ 
sult of acts of intim idation and 
coercion 
which 
the W agner act 
does not forbid. 
Every effort to amend the W agner 
law so tha t “unfair labor practices” 
by both employers and unions would 
be defined has been resisted here­ 
tofore by the Democratic m ajority. 
Now, when Congress is about to act, 
there is a protest from the “left 
wingers” on the ground that no 
legislation 
is really necessary. 
Completely overlook ed also is the 
fact tha t several labor unions from 
coast to coast have been guilty of 
violence in 
m ast pick eting. 
Just 
why violenc e should not be prohib­ 
ited by Federal law, inasmuch as 
the law covers employers in their 
unfair 
labor practices, 
is 
unex­ 
plained. Only the passage of a Fed­ 
eral law can do away with the acts 
of brutality which have occurred on 
the strik e front. 
For years the typical labor union 


answer to this has been to say that 
employers hired “thugs.” But the 
W agner law now readies employers 
who lyy that sort of tactics, and 
today only the labor unions employ 
the 
goons 
and 
strong-arm 
inert. 
Pick eting should be limited to em ­ 
ployees actually on strik e. The Con­ 
gress, when the W agner Act was 
passed In 1935, was importuned to 
forbid “coercion from any source” 
but the union lobby was successful in 
defeating such an am endm ent when 
it was proposed by Senator TydLn*>a 
of M aryland. Democrat. 
Those who 
sa y no new laws or 
revisions aie needed forget that in 
the files of newspaper offices are 
thousands of action 
photographs, 
tak en on the strik e front, showing 
how mass pick eting actually inter­ 
feres with the right of the citizen :o 
work . Clearly, to refrain from w rit­ 
ing a law on mass pick eting and to 
say “laws will not cure the situation'* 
is equivalent to saying that the 
laws against m urder and robbery are 
equally valueless in America. 


Should Extend Authority 


If 
laws 
are 
superfluous, 
then 
American 
industry 
and 
business 
should be ask ing for the repeal of 
the A nti-Trust laws, too, because 
surely if monopolies aren't prevent­ 
ed by law' and the A nti-T rust sta­ 
tues have become superfluous, thera 
can be no objection to putting busi­ 
ness executives on the same parity 
with labor unions. 
The answer, of course, is not 
to repeal the A nti-Trust laws at all 
but to extend their authority to cov­ 
er those labor unions which engage 
in monopolistic practices and inter­ 
fere with commerce by restraints 
both physical and economic. 
To grant a National Labor Union 
a monopoly while denying monopo­ 
lies to corporations is transparently 
uneven. 
The subject ran be reach­ 
ed only by legislation. 
ALso it might be ask ed where the 
nation would be today if the coal 
strik e of last m onth had not been 
brok en by the use of fhe Sm itn- 
Connaily Law which gave the gov­ 
ernm ent seizure rights and enab.ed 
it to apply for an injunction, To say 
laws are unnecessary to govern la­ 
bor relations is to invite another 
paralysis of the economic system by 
unrestrained labor union execu tves. 
Clearly an am endm ent is necessarv 
to the Norris-LaG uardia Law' 
to 
grant the government the specific 
right to apply for Injunctions when 
the national welfare is threatened. 
Yet, despite the obvious needs for 
more law and revision of old laws, 
the propaganda being fired at Con­ 
gress 
naively claims 
that “labor 
troubles will never be cured bv law '* 
The propaganda boldly ignores the 
realities of present-day labor strife 
in America.

They note tha t most m ajor firms, 
in expanding, have spread them ­ 
selves pretty thin. Moreover, they 
note, the airlines have not been 
able to complete their programs, 
including m odernization of 
term ­ 
inals, as fast as they wished and 
the public has grown tired of the 
inconveniences at m any m ajor air­ 
ports.

rrhe result has been a decline in 
revenues 
which, 
in 
turn, 
forces 
some lines to curtail operations in 
order to w eather the emergency. 
However, there is considerable con­ 
fidence that, by a thorough over­ 
hauling, including the elim ination 
of some “window dressing” person­ 
nel and the adoption of strict busi­ 
ness methods, the airlines will come 
through, because of the inherent 
steady dem and for liwsi transporta­ 
tion. 


The movement k nown as the Re­ 
publican 
Open 
Forum 
has 
been 
mak ing itself heard around W ash­ 
ington lately. Known more com- 
luonij as the ROF, it is actually 
an 
association 
ot 
local 
groups, 
spread around the country, which 
gathers the opinions ol Republicans, 
as expressed at meetings, and mak es 
reports on “grass roots” think ing 
for party leaders in and out of 
Congress. 
The Republican National com m it­ 
tee 
ack nowledged 
the 
“excellent 
work ” of the ROF’. but refused sup­ 
port. Observers find little difficulty 
in understanding this lack of direct 
assistance, since 
the organization 
was formed under the protective 
wing of Harold Stassen, an avowed 
presidential candidate, who remains 
chairm an 
of 
the 
ROF 
advisory 
board. 
However. 
Henry 
T. 
M cKnight, 
ROF executive director and a Stas­ 
sen 
adherent, m aintains 
the 
or­ 
ganization will not develop into a 
g r o u p 
of 
SLassen-for-President 
clubs, despite the liberal contribu­ 
tions to ROF by the “M innesota 
Fund" which also contributes to the 
Stassen campaign. 
Washington politicos 
agree with 
McKnight that the 
forum would 
lose some party value if they be­ 
came too Stassen-m inded, but thcv 
have grave doubts that the present 
im partiality will last. 


While politicians roar in strictly 
political speeches in demands fur 
“open diplomacy” they are generally 
reluctant to having the same prin­ 
ciple apply to party politics. Hen<o 
a number were somewhat shock ed 
when Senator Wilson of Iowa, « wept 
In in the RepubUcan landslide, pro- 


posed that the recent RepubUcan 
conference of senators prior to tak ­ 
ing over Senate control be open to 
the public. 
He didn't push, the suggestion but 
he 
thoroughly 
believes 
in 
such 
conduct of political m atters. Sem i­ 
official as well as official proceed­ 
ings. he is convinced, should be 
thrown open. He ha« proved the 
sincerity of 
his 
convictions, 
too. 
While governor of Iowa he insist­ 
ed that the door of his private of­ 
fice be k ept open at all time. W ait­ 
ing visitors could always see who 
sat across the desk from Wilson. 
Some politicians who lik ed to de­ 
cide things in secret huddles were 
annoyed. 
In 
Iowa, 
he 
also threw 
open 
session 
of 
his 
executive 
council, 
which transacts most of the states 
executive business. Official« partici­ 
pating were at first embarrassed, 
but Wilson insists the plan work ed. 
“There were no m isunderstandings 
about what we were doing.” he savs, 
“and we had nothing to hide.”

I lik e to talk 
with simple folk s—not simple m 
mind, but simple in living* and ex­ 
pression. Tillers of the soil, fisher 
folk , the common toilers, who do the 
bulk of the work of the world Thev 
do a deal of think ing as they toil 
on. day in and day out. Even the 
failure is most Interesting. You learn 
from him far more than vou 
go 
from the successful. Hts is the dra­ 
m atic life. 
People who k eep in the limelight, 
and who k eep attracting attention, 
are not the great people. The great j 
people are those who move 
silen tly ^ 
in the world, easing pain, com fort­ 
ing the discouraged, and seeing the 
good in things and people. 
M asterpieces have been written in 
prisons, and upon beds while their 
authors were dying. Silent people i t 
work These are the sort of people 
who have often changed the course 
of history. I have no idea that 
Henry 
D. Thoreau had no headlines, or 
spreads, in the newspapers of his 
day.

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Technological Advance And 
Its Bearing On Prices 


Business Justifiably fears th at prices which now 
have to be charged place many articles beyond the 
reach of mass markets, according to Murray Shields, 
In a speech to the m arketing conference of the Amer­ 
ican M anagement Association In New York City. This 
condition prevails primarily, he said, because labor 
efficiency ranges between 70 and 80 percent of the 
prewar period 
“Our chief hope th a t instead of pricing ourselves 
out of the markets, we can price many more com­ 
modities into the mass m arket is found In technology,** 
he said, “for it is through technological improvement 
alone th a t real costs are reduced/* 
The nation is in the m idst of a great technological 
revolution, Mr. Shields is convinced, which gives 
promise th at new investment in productive enterprise 
will again be a dynamic force for economic expansion. 
Advances in technology, he said, offer escape from 
m ajor economic dilemmas which have confronted th e 
country, and foreshadow new high peaks in the 
standard of living. 
There may. he added, be some 
painful adjustm ents in the period immediately ahead, 
but no depression is likely unless “chaotic’* labor 
policies are continued. 
It is Mr. Shields’ view th a t many of the barriers 
business expansion which kept American industry 
In the doldrums for more than a decade have now 
been removed 
He added: 
“Expenditures by Industry to take care of the 
new technological developments, plus expenditures to 
offset deferred obsolescence and m aintenance, when 
added to plant expenditures by municipalities and by 
individual housing facilities, are capable of raising 
total investm ent expenditures to an average level of 
from four to five times w hat they were in the de­ 
pressed 1930s and perhaps even as high as twice w hat 
they were in the prosperous 1820s. 
Thus, if business 
initiative is free to make full use of the opportunities 
for expanding m arkets and lowering costs which 
technology now offers, it seems likely th a t we will no 
loneer have reason to fear th a t under-investm ent 
and over-savings will act as a powerful deflationary 
force in our economy.’* 
Mr Shields has some advice to offer for the period 
af readjustm ent, which he predicts will be followed 
by a long period of high level production, intense 
competition, a high degree of instability, a higher 
level of prices and a rising trend of interest rates. 
His advice was th a t production should be geared to 
thorough analysis of the m arket, and th a t cautious 
Inventory policies should be followed, together with 
conservative financial and credit procedures. 
Regardless of the use which businessmen make 
of this advice, the consumer will be glad to hear th a t 
technological advances may usher in the era he has 
been looking for:

Clew In Grim Search Has 
Been Found In Laboratory 


Medical science, which has long groped in dark­ 
ness only to arrive discouragingly at dead ends in Its 
search for an infantile paralysis cure, at last discerns 
a light. 
Out of the laboratory of two Stanford Uni­ 
versity scientists has come the announcem ent th a t 
what is believed to be nearly pure polio virus has been 
Identified and isolated.

ISO mile* per hour, poller permit!lug 
He will enjoy 
greater comfort and safety as a result of Independent 
suspension of wheels. 
It will be unnecessary for him 
to put his collar around his neck to avoid drafts, and 
his white shirt will never be flecked by dust. 
Reid A Railton, consulting engineer and racing 
auto designer, said small car engines capable of giving 
speed' of mor# than ISO miles an hour have been 
developed in Europe and th at these motors could be 
adopted easily by American m anufacturers because 
they are only 45 cubic inches in capacity and sur­ 
prisingly close to orthodox design. 
He pointed out that despite attem pts to be made 
this year to establish new world auto speed records, 
"we are getting close to the limit of speed which can 
be attained.** 
He said Jet propulsion could Increase 
racing car speeds but th a t such a type of power plant 
would be of little use in passenger cars. 
Allan J Carter, project engineer of the Chrysler 
Corporation, said further developments by organic 
chemists of improved automotive cements and sealers 
will lead to motor vehicles of greater beauty, comfort, 
durability and performance.

COMFORT FOR THE 
WHOOPING COUGH VICTIM 
W 


HOOPING cough is seen 
most commonly during the 
first six years altho it is 
encountered 
occasionally 
even in the elderly. It is extremely 
dangerous to young infants. In 1944 
the disease caused the death of 
more children under two than meas­ 
les, diptheria, 
poliomyelitis, 
and 
scarlet fever combined. 
The causative organism is the 
Bordet-Gengou bacillus themophil- 
us pertussis). The germ gains en­ 
trance to the body by inhaling air 
previously contaminated by a vic­ 
tim. This can happen readily? for 
whooping cough is most contagious 
during the early stage that is so 
difficult to recognize. If the malady 
is suspected, however, diagnosis can 
be confirmed by several laboratory 
tests including the cough 
plate, 
throat smears, and Mood tests. 
In a non-immune youngster tha 
disorder is likely to start from 3 to 
14 days after contact. The usual 
manifestations resemble a cold, in­ 
cluding nasal discharge, sneezing, 
a tickling sensation in the throat, 
slight fever, listlessness, and irrita­ 
bility. Shortly thereafter, ‘hacking*9 
appears which, as the days pass, be­ 
comes more marked and trouble­ 
some especially at night. 
Coughing comes in paroxysms, as 
if the child were trying to bring up 
something. The effort entailed may 
be so violent that the face becomes 
blue, the eyes bulge, and the veins 
in the forehead are distended. On 
attempting to take a deep breath, 
in order to get more air into the 
lungs, whooping ensues. At the end 
of the episode a small amount of 
thick mucus is generally expecto­ 
rated and vomiting is not unusual. 
In infants, this is particularly serious 
as nutrition is disturbed. The dura­ 
tion of an average case is from 
two- to three months. Whooping 
subsides gradually altho it may re­ 
cur should a cold intervene. 
For a susceptible child who has 
been exposed, active immunity can 
be produced. The preparation is 
made from human serum and the 
best results are obtained when it is 
given early. Obviously, the material 
is most valuable to tots under two 
years of age, and those who are 
weak or sickly. 
When the victim is over three, 
not much medical care is required. 
The youngster should be isolated 
and kept in bed for at least five 
weeks. In this way, many secondary 
infections are avoided. Barking and 
vomiting are more prone to come 
on when the sufferer breathes cold 
air, becomes chilled, inhales smoke 
or dust, 
or 
overexerts himself. 
Bronchopneumonia is one of the 
most 
feared 
complications 
and, 
should it develop, sulfadiazine, peni­ 
cillin, or human serum are often 
helpful. 
Since it is well to expel the secre­ 
tions, too much cough medicine is 
not advised unless sleep is inter- 
ferred with or throwing up presents 
a feeding problem. Fresh air and 
sunshine are desirable later, weather 
permitting. Easily digested foods 
are needed and if vomiting persists, 
smaller but more frequent portions 
may be served. Streptomycin is 
known to kill the organisms but it 
has not been used in sufficient 
patients to judge the outcome. This 
drug may change our concepts aa 
time goes by. 
Through immunization the dis­ 
ease can often be avoided. The best 
time is shortly after the sixth month 
of life. A booster dose may be es­ 
sential should exposure take place 
or before starting to school.

This Is rn shaving problem. Now 
and then the angle of the hair 
shaft is disturbed so that the tiny 
stubble does not emerge thru its 
natural pathway but burrows be­ 
neath the uppermost layers of the 
skin. In its new position, it be­ 
haves like a sliver and becomes fes­ 
tered. This is more likely to occur 
in those who have soft skin with 
a heavy, black beard.

In Labor Laws Is Now Developing

Mr. Henry Ford’s reduction of 
car prices has many beneficences. 
The most potent is that it calls 
the public’s attention to the coun­ 
try’s economic situation—at a mom­ 
ent when that situation is at once 
dramatic and easy for the people 
to understand. It consists in the 
main of two pictures, two con- . 
trary forces or trends. 
Prices of goods, cost of living, are 
going down. Milk has ^fopped ma­ 
terially and is certain lo drop 
further during February. Poultry, 
varying in different parts of the 
country, is down almost to half the 
price a year ago. Butter had a se­ 
vere drop during the past ten days, 
following another about Christmas­ 
time. In addition to the drops ac­ 
tually accomplished, it is the com­ 
mon judgment of producers, dealers 
and experts that the prices of sub­ 
stantially all foods are headed down­ 
ward. In fields other than food, the 
same tendency is under way, as il­ 
lustrated by the reduction in prices 
of. Ford cars. 
An essential part of thto picture 
is that the drops in prices are 
willingly 
accepted 
by 
producers. 
Some are made voluntarily. That 
is the case of Mr. Ford. He could 
readily have maintained the prices 
of his cars. He cuts them in the 
public interest, including his own 
business interest. He reduces prices 
“to halt the insane spiral of costs 
and rising prices.” An Administra­ 
tion official. Mn John Stedman, 
congratulating Mr. Ford says the 
Ford “price reduction is good for 
the country.” 
Farmer* Expect Levelling Off 
In the same spirit the spokesman 
for an association of poultry pro- 
rucers says their course will be “in 
the direction of stimulating buying 
by providing the housewife a better 
product at a lower price; we believe 
firmly in the law of supply and 
demand functioning in a free econ­ 
omy.” This Is the sentiment and 
attitude of farmers generally. They 
have considered prices of their 
crops to be abnormally high, have 
expected a levelling off and are 
willing to accept it. 
Willing to accept it, that Is, pro­ 
vided the reduction is general, ap­ 
plying to all kinds of goods. Only 
if the reduction is general can it 
take place at all. If fanners must 
pay more for what they buy, they 
cannot accept less for what they 
sell. That applies to the whole 
world of industry and business. 
This brings us to the other pic­ 
ture. The principal factor in It is 
a policy of CIO and steps taken 
by it. CIO unions and leaders have 
demanded wage raises in several 
industries, conspicuously steel. Ne­ 
gotiations between steel industry 
heads and CIO head Philip Murray 
are to begin next week. Whether 
a wage raise would need to be fol­ 
lowed by a price increase will ne 
hotly argued. A year ago the steel­ 
workers’ union got a wage raise 
of M’s cents per hour, and im­ 
mediately afterward the price of 
steel was increased $5 a ton. 
Obligation On Steel Industry 
Upon the heads of the steel in­ 
dustry is an obligation of economic 
statesmanship. The price of steel 
is perhaps the 
most 
important 
price in all industry, because of its 
effect on other prices. An increase 
in the price of steel at this time 
would reverse the whole trend to­ 
ward lower prices. 
If 'the steel industry is able to 
raise wages, it would be able, with 
the same money, to reduce the price 
of steel. Reduction of prices is in 
itself the equivalent of an increase 
in wages. An increase in wages 
benefits directly only those who re­ 
ceive it. A reduction of prices dir­ 
ectly benefits everybody. Mr. Ford's 
reduction in the price of his cars is 
to that extent the equivalent of an 
increase in income for all who buy 
Ford cars, including Mr. Fords 
workers. 
Mr. Ford utters a. guarded warn­ 
ing: “We hope as we move for­ 
ward we will be able to reduce 
prices further, and that we will not

There have 
been several private meetings re­ 
cently at which both Protestant and 
Catholic clergymen sat down and 
traded ideas with industrial and 
labor spokesmen on the question of 
labor relations. 
Already one important meeting 
has been held at the McCormick 
Spice Company plant in Baltimore, 
one of the pioneers in profit-sharing 
and enlightened labor relations. 
The study will reach full-dress 
proportions at a meeting in Pitts­ 
burgh, February IS to 20, to be 
sponsored by the Federal Council 
of the Churches of Christ. Church­ 
men and lay leaders, representing 
industry and labor, will be brought 
together to draft a “code of moral 
ethics” for management-labor deal­ 
ings. 
Officials of the National Catholic 
Welfare conference, who took a 
leading part in the Baltimore meet­ 
ing, also will be Invited to the 
Pittsburgh Protestant conference. 
While the churchmen deny that 
they are endeavoring to *make re­ 
ligion a “bargaining factor” in the 
Battlement of labor disputes, they 
feel that the church .should play a 
definite part in improving work and 
pay standards. They also believe 
it Is the duty of the church to inject 
a “greater sense of moral responsi­ 
bility and understanding” in bar­ 
gaining between employers and em­ 
ployee*.

Jan. IT -A lready 
pressure is being exerted on the 
Republican majority in Congress to 
soften, if not forget altogether, the 
demand for revision of the labor 
laws.

The first approach Is to argue 
that “laws will never cure labor 
troubles.” This sounds plausible, but 
the moment anyone suggests that 
the repeal of the Wagner I,abor 
Relations Law thereby becomes logi­ 
cal. there is vehement protest What 
Is not realized, of course, by the 
“left wingers” who are responsible 
for the propaganda is that it is 
the Wag lier Labor law that has 
done so much to promote hostility 
between employers and employees 
and bring to a climax the class war­ 
fare and ideological conflict which 
is basically at the heart of the 
Communist 
maneuver 
to 
divide 
America. 
By curtailing free speech and 
limiting the opportunities of the 
employer to discuss problems of 
mutual concern with his own em­ 
ployees. the interpretations of the 
Wagner law, handed down bv the 
National Labor Relations Board have 
produced an atmosphere In which 
collective bargaining cannot be car­ 
ried out effectively. 


Opposition From Democrats 


The second line of attack against 
those who would revise the Wagner 
law is to bring in statistics showing 
that strikes on the right to organize 
have been reduced to the mini­ 
mum. But nothing is said about the 
strikes that have resulted as a con­ 
sequence of fraud and misrepresen­ 
tation by unions in getting their 
majority. Nothing is said about the 
bad feeling existent in so many 
cases between employees as a re­ 
sult of acts of intimidation and 
coercion which the Wagner act 
does not forbid. 
Every effort to amend the Wagner 
law so that “unfair labor practices’’ 
by both employers and unions would 
be defined has been resisted here­ 
tofore by the Democratic majority. 
Now. when Congress is about to act. 
there Is a protest from the “left 
wingers’’ on the ground that no 
legislation is really necessary. 
Completely overlooked also is the 
fact that several labor unions from 
coast to coast have been guilty of 
violence in mass picketing. Just 
why violence should not be prohib­ 
ited by Federal law. inasmuch as 
the law covers employers in their 
unfair labor practices, is unex­ 
plained. Only the passage of a Fed­ 
eral law can do away with the acts 
of brutality which have occurred on 
the strike front. 
For years the typical labor union 


answer to this has been to *av that 
employers hired “thugs.” But the 
Wagner law now reaches employers 
who tjy that »ort of tactics, and 
today only the labor unions employ 
the goons and strong-arm tnen. 
Picketing should be limited to tm* 
plovers actually on strike. The Con- j 
gre.ss. when the Wagner Act was 
passed in 1935. was importuned to 
forbid “coercion from any source” 
but the union lobbv was successful in 
defeating such an amendment when 
it was proposed by Senator Tydin*# 
of Marc land. Democrat. 
Those who say no new laws or 
revisions are needed forget that in 
the files of newspaper offices ar* 
thousands of action photographs, 
taken on the strike front, showing 
how mass picketing actually inter­ 
feres with the right of the citizen to 
work Clearly, to refrain from writ­ 
ing a law on mass picketing and to 
say “laws will not cure the situation” 
is equivalent to saying that the 
laws against murder and robbery are 
equally valueless in America. 


Should Extend Authority 


lf 
laws 
are superfluous, 
then 
American 
industry 
and 
business 
should be asking for the repeal of 
the Anti-Trun laws. too, because 
surely if monopolies aren't prevent­ 
ed by law and the Anti-Trust sta­ 
tues have become superfluous, there 
can be no objection to putting busi­ 
ness executives on the same panty 
with labor unions 
The answer, of course, is not 
to repeal the Anti-Trust laws at all 
but to extend their authority to cov­ 
er those labor unions which engage 
in monopolistic practices and inter­ 
fere with commerce by restraints 
both physical and economic. 
To grant a National I si bor Union 
a monopoly while denying monopo­ 
lies to corporations is transparently 
uneven. 
Tile subject can be re*ch- 
ed only by legislation 
Also it might be asked where the 
nation would be today if the coal 
strike of last month had not be.*n 
broken by the use of the Smitn- 
Connally Law which gave the gov­ 
ernment seizure rights and enabled 
it to apply for an injunction. To say 
laws are unnecessary to govern la­ 
bor relations is to invite another 
paralysis of the economic svs’em by 
unrestrained labor union exec u iv es. 
Clearly an amendment is necessary 
to the Norris-LaOuardia Law to 
grant the government the specific 
right to apply for Injunctions when 
the national welfare is threatened.

As—elated P re- Feed Editor 
Did you know that “Crepes Suz­ 
ettes” were originated for Albert, 
Prince of Wales—and named for a 
little girl who was present when the 
dish was first served? 
They sound like the most elegant, 
difficult-to-make dessert. But they 
needn't be, if you follow the direc­ 
tions properly. And we've thought 
up a really American way to serve 
them, which would doubtless appeal 
more to little Suzette than did the 
original dish. This combines the 
epicurean touch with an all-time 
favorite food—ice cream. 
The following recipe la easy on 
the hostess, who is also the cook. 
The crepes can be made an hour 
or two in advance, then dipped at 
the last minute in sauce and topped 
aith the ice cream, which, to make 
things easy, you can buy at the 
comer store and keep In the fresa- 
ing compartment of your refrigera­ 
nt.
